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Blames City Council 

CUFA plans to end services

Transportation, job referral and 
family planning services, provided for 
Romulus 'residents for the past three 
years by Communities United for 
Action (CUFA), will be reduced by 
about 50 percent starting Monday and 
will end completely Feb. 21. 

The reduction of services comes as a 
result of the Romulus City Council s 
failure to allocate $19,393 to continue the 
non-profit public service program in 
the city until June 30, a CUFA official 
said 

CUFA. has operated in eight Wayne 
County communities since its creation 


three years ago, but three of the 
communities have not pledged money 
to keep the services active through the 
remainder of the fiscal year. 

The federal government pays 80 
percent of its operating expenses, and 
until last June the county paid the other 
20 percent. At that time, however, the 
county decided the eight communities 
should pay the 20 percent instead. 

Donald Wrench, CUFA J s executive 
director, said the Romulus City Council 
has known since last April that city 
funding would be necessary to keep 
CUFA operating here, but has not taken 
official action to deny or approve the 
funding. 

Wrench estimated that “three or 


foiir” warnings had been given the 
council that CUFA’s services would be 
withdrawn from the city, if the funding 
did not come. 

He added that services in Romulus 
must be decreased and eventually 
ended because “we have to increase the 
services in the other cities which are 
providing money.” 

Those communities include Taylor, 
Sumpter Township. River Rouge, 
Ecorse, Highland Park and Ham- 
tramck. Inkster also has not funded the 
program. 

Wrench said 377 persons were served 
by CUFA in Romulus iij December 1974, 
and called that an average monthly 
total. 


Among the services provided are 
family planning, job referral, tran- 
sportation of senior citizens and low 
income persons to hospitals, doctors’ 
offices and shopping centers. CUFA 
also sponsors a training program for 
school dropouts, aged 16-21. 

Wrench said the yearly budget for 
operation in Romulus is $114,965, and 
that all but the $19,393 is paid by the 
federal government. He added that the 
council was last confronted Jan. 7, but 
did not act then. 

CUFA’s executive committee, voted 
last Wednesday to “immediately begin 
phasing out service in Romulus as 
needed to reach a cutoff date of Feb 
21,” Wrench continued. 


Romulus officials numerous times 
since last April have requested that 
CUFA not discontinue services in the 
city, but the organization no longer can 
operate here without assurance of 
receiving the money, he said. 

l^ettefs to Mayor Terry L. Troutt and 
other officials warning them of the 
“phase-out” of services produced no 
results, he added 

Should the City Council decide to 
allocate the money, the services 
quickly will be restored to their original 
level, Wrench said. 

Council President Beverly McAnally 
said the council’s reasons for not ap- 


proving the allocation appear to be (1) 
the amount of the allocation needed and 
(2) lack of evidence that CUFA is 
“necessary” in Romulus. 

“It’s my own evaluation that the 
council would like to continue it, if 
Romulus’ portion was substantially 
lower and it could be proved that CUFA 
is necessary,” she Ridded 

Mrs McAnally said the council ap- 
parently is not impressed with the 
transportation efforts being made by 
CUFA or the effectiveness of its family 
planning program.

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Burglary story prompts 


two confessions and tips

At least two confessions and 
numerous tips have been given federal 
a.id ccutily Ic.v' Jigtrls 

since a story appeared in The Romulus 
Roman detailing the investigation of a 
countywide burglary ring. 

Stemming from the burglary ring is a 
stolen firearms trafficking operation, 
the alleged leader of which was 
arrested two weeks ago. 

A Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment detective, who asked to remain 
anonymous, ^said the investigation of 
the burglary ring has been “spreading 
and spreading” since last week’s 
newspaper article. At least two 
juveniles have confessed to par- 
ticipating in the burglaries and 
numerous other persons have offered 
tips and information, he added 

“The article has helped the case 
tremendously," the detective said. “A 
couple of the juveniles read it and 
’ wanted to confess before we got them. 

“We have gotten information and 
leads from several other people We’re 
in the middle of it now.” 

The detective said two other adults, 
believed to be key accomplices of the 
“ringleader" arrested two weeks ago, 
have been arrested in connection with 
the case. Officials declined to release 
the names of those arrested since it 
might jeopardize the investigation. 


The alleged ringleader of both 
the burglary and^irearms trafficking 
operations is a 25-year-old Romulus 
resident. Police call him a “big time 
dealer” of illegal firearms.

The investigation is being conducted 


by the detectives and agents from the 
U.S Treasury Department’s Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms < ATF). 
They contend the Romulus suspect is 
the head of the ring which steals 
ra‘H£*ihlo. i ft ;*artuuli^, and sell, ‘her.: 
on the streets and to “dealers.” 

The agents said the man, reportedly a 
fugitive from a Maine prison camp, has 


admitted to committing 90 burglaries in 
Western Wayne and Wastenaw counties 
since laai August. 

They added that the burglary ring 
has operated extensively in Romulus, 
Wayne, w<~:t-nd, Garden City and 
Canton Township, and estimate that 
from 150 to 200 breakins have teen 
pulled by the group. 


And police offer hints 
to prevent burglaries 


With law enforcement agents working to crack an area 
irglary ring, there are numerous suggestions they are. 
aking to residents to prevent home burglaries 

Somd of them are: 

—When you are going to be away from home for any length 
time, ask a neighbor to take your newspapers off the front 
>rch each day. A collection of papers tip off would-be 
irglars of your absence. 

-Always leave at least one light on when away. It is wise to 
ly a few “timers” which will alternate the lights each night, 
the same light is on repeatedly that also is a tip to burglars

—Ask a neighbor to shovel the snow from your driveway or 
run his car up it occasionally to make tracks. Unshoveled 
snow generally is a giveaway to your absence. 

—during the warmer seasons, ask a neighbor to mow your 
grass, so it doesn’t become long and ragged, often an in- 
vitation to burglars. 

—Before leaving on a trip, notify the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department. It will try to keep a closer watch on 
your home while you’re gone.

A segment of Romulus’ eastern 
fringes, reportedly fast becoming a 
haven for trucking terminals, is a 
detriment to the city in some officials’ 
estimation 

Often constructed cheaply and in 
violation of city building and zoning 
ordinances, the terminals are not a 
boost to the city's economy and 
allegedly cause traffic headaches, they 
say 

The city’s dislike of the area’s 
development trends has resulted in 
legal action against the trucking firms 
to stop their business operations until 
the codes are met 

Until two weeks ago, the only legal 
action needed to convince three firms to 
conform to regulations was the 
issuance of violation tickets But 
another firm apparently didn’t heed a 
warning and wound up in Wayne 
County Circuit Court 

The case against the firm ended last 
week when Judge George E Bowles 
ordered ow ner Dale G Kennedy to halt 
operations until certain ordinances are 
met 

Kennedy called his firm at 6861 
Middlebelt Road “Cartage Dispatch.” 


although the name was not registered 
w’lth the state 

Judge Bow'les closed down the firm 
because it hadn’t constructed an 
adequate parking lot. did not put fen- 
cing around the premises and used a 
mobile trailer as an office 

City Attorney William S Munger said 
the firm’s building permit called for a 
permanent terminal building to be 
constructed 

The area dotted with trucking ter- 
minals is bounded by Middlebelt, 
Beverly and Ecorse roads, Munger 
added 

A major problem caused by the 


numerous trucks entering and leaving 
the area is their interference with 
traffic, which he said could result in the 
city changing certain zoning codes to 
require trucking firms install ac- 
celeration and deceleration lanes on the 
main roads 

“Because of the accessibility to the 
airport and expressway system, these 
firms are making a home out of 
Romulus.” Munger continued “They 
move in apparently thinking they will 
make their own laws ” 

Mayor Terry L Troutt added that he 
equally is disturbed by the situation 
“The area is grow ing so fast with 


traffic and the trucks just make it 
worse,” he said. “These trucking 
companies are no asset to the com- 
munity They have a low tax input, but 
create big traffic loads. 

“Obtaining the court injunction was 
important to us because the whole 
section rapidly is turning into a ter- 
minal area ” 

Troutt added the needed zoning 
changes from M-l flight industrial) to 
M-2 <heavy industrial) would force the 
firms to set up shop on larger parcels o' 
land Due to the shortage of that land, 
the firms would have to go elsewhere

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Wfe&SBk New building program 
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may begin in Romulus 
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The City of Romulus plans 
to hire consultant ar- 
chitectural and engineering 
firms to design a program of 
Constructing some new 
muncipal buildings, with at 
least one new fire station as 
the top priority. 

The Romulus City Council 
has stamped its tentative 
approval on Mayor Terry L. 
Ttoutt’s request to transfer 
about $25,000 from the city’s 
general fund to its capital 
improvement budget, to pay 
for the architectural and 
engineering services. 

Final approval was ex- 
pected tocome at last night’s 


council meeting 

Troutt said the plan for the 
new buildings would be drawn 
up with the anticipation that 
the federal government soon 
will allocate additional 
money to cities for the 
purpose of improving city 
buildings and constructing 
new ones. 

Troutt added that he is 
confident the government 
will allocate the funds, 
although he doesn't know- 
how much 

The city regards at least 
one new fire station as a 
“must” in the near future, 
Troutt said, adding that 


Wayne County wants to buy 
the existing Eureka Road 
facility from the city to 
facilitate growth of the 
county -owned Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport south- 
ward 

Troutt said that station 
would have to be replaced 
and added that he would like 
to see an additional one built. 

Other building priorities 


include a new 34th District 
Court, a library “sub- 
station** and a “public 
community building," ac- 
cording to Troutt 

The mayor said he had 
gotten the impression from 
Cong William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) that allocating 
money for public buildings 
will be the “next step” in the 
grant program.

Chemical fire 
rages 9 hours 


A warehouse fire, fed by 
window-cleaning chemicals, 
raged for nine hours in 
Romulus before' Romulus, 
Wayne and Taylor 
firefighters were able to 
bring it under control. 

The blaze, which 
destroyed the building at 
30105 Beverly Road near 
Middle Belt Road, did an 
estimated $185,000 worth of 
damage to three businesses 
within the structure. 

No one was injured. 

Fire fighters from all four 
Romulus stations and one in 
Taylor were called to the 
scene at 10:41 p.m. Sunday 
andjeftat7:47 a m. Monday, 
according to the official 
report. 

Housed in the building 


were two warehouses — 
Crown Furniture and Crest 
Chemicals— and a small 
office registered to Astro 
Freight Co., according to 
Romulus Fire Chief John 
Wilhide. 

He said the cause of the 
blaze has not been deter- 
mined, but added that arson 
has not been ruled out. 

Wilhide added that the 
highly-flammable chemicals 
stored in the Crest 
warehouse burst into flames 
and eventually collapsed the 
roof, hindering firefighters 
in their efforts to put out the 
blaze. 

Wilhide said the building’s 
tenants all had fire in- 
surance.

TV NEWS: Call it entertainment

There’s nothing more disgusting to a 
newspaper reporter than watching 
television news. It’s not because 
television is inferior to newspapers as 
an information medium, but because 
television news has changed into a form 
of entertainment. 

Every night, my wife forces me to 
watch Goldilocks and the Three Bears 
perform on one channel. The cast of the 
news program consists of Goldilocks in 
a serious demeanor which features 
twice each show, reading the "im- 
portant’’ news while Papa Bear and 
Momma Bear flirt off screen. 

When the times comes, Papa Bear 
gets to read the second most important 
story while Momma Bear stands off 
screen with her hands clutched to her 
heart holding a piece of chalk awaiting 
her cue to perform the weather. 

Off to the side, down at the far end is 
Cynical Bear, practicing his twisted 
wry grin he uses during his telecast of 
the latest sports news. 

Now, Goldilocks and the Three Bears 
aren’t the only characters on this 


television news program There’s also 
Snowwhite and the Seven Dwarfs doing 
the field work for the newscast. 

Snowwhite is a former model who is 
sent to important stories so she can be 
photographed looking serious while a 
news source talks. 

Then there’s Dopey, who goes about 
the metropolitan Detroit area each 
week to perform real work as part of his 
entertainment duties. 

Grumpy is the investigative reporter 
famous for a recent story which showed 
the exteriors ofibuildings in Detroit and 
Southfield while he narrated the 
journeys of a former numbers runner. 

Bashful generally is assigned to 
ethnic stories, narrating them in her 
mumbling voice while the camera 
focuses scenes of human squalor and 
her tearful face. 

Doc is the other woman of the news 
team, the token women’s liberationist 
who makes her voice gravelly to en- 
force the idea that she’s a tough news 
person. She gets to cover shopping 
center openings and garbage strikes. 

And then there’s Sleepy, the "grand 


old man" of the staff who narrates one 
story a month while doubling as 
Sunday’s commentator. 

Sneezy is the guy who gets clever on 
the job, narfating in his own voice 
while the camera focuses on a donkey 
— a fitting performance for TV news. 

And finally, Happy is the guy who 
shouldn’t be, because he held Papa 

Bear s job until Papa Bear was brought

in to flirt with Momma Bear off 
camera. 

Television news wouldn’t seem so bad 
to me if I had not personally covered 
stories jointly with Snowwhite and 
some of the Seven Dwarfs. 

I saw Snowwhite in Romulus, during 
an emotional hearing on the expansion 
of Detroit Metropolitan Airport. She sat 
in a chair turning down requests for 


autographs until it came time for the 
"on the spot shot" for her story. The 
camera went in front of the meeting 
and she tooks notes for two minutes to 
look busy in the bright lights. 

Sneezy has handled a couple of 
stories, including one dealing with 
ambulance services. 

The dramatic ending he dreamed up 
for his ambulance story was being 
carried from the vehicle on a stretcher 
while he narrated his findings. 

And then, there’s Dopey, who showed 
up at another meeting which took me 
three hours to cover. 

One-half hour after the meeting 
began, he wandered in, smiled at those 
who recognized his starlit face, and 
wandered out. 

One hour later, his camera crew 
came in, taking pictures in the meeting 
place. Then, just 15 minutes before the 
end of the meeting, Dopey wandered in 
again. 

He got his "on the spot shot" taken 
during the closing remarks to prove he 
covered the full story, and then cor- 
nered some officials to get their

inions before announcing his own in 
e end. 

I’ve watched as Papa Bear com- 
mented on the news, forming an opinion 
while not having his facts straight. 

I’ve seen Momma Bear narrate the 
weather while Pflpa Bear clutches his 
hands to his chest in adoration. She is 
very adept at maneuvering the smiling 
yellow faces which represent the sun. 

I hear that Goldilocks will be leaving 
the stellar cast— not because he’s upset 
over the coverage, but because he’ll get 
more money. And he’ll be replaced by 
The Lone Ranger— star of stage, screen 
and white hats on another channel. 

There will be no change. The Lone • 
Ranger fits the role of the stoic com- 
mentator who manages to laugh twice 
during a newscast. 

The only "extra" he’ll bring is the 
"light moment" joke at the end of the 
news show. 

He’ll fit right in because Papa Bear 
made a name for himself by being able 
to offer a loud chortle at the end of 
every joke on another station. 

Don’t be fooled, though. 

Thr,t laugh’s written into the script.

One of the real problems Americans 
are having in facing the energy sshor- 
tage is the assumption so many make 
that our current standard of living is a 
God-given right. 

The America of two cars per family, 
central heating and air conditioning, 
automatic dishwashers, large 
refrigerators and freezers and heated 
swimming pools is based on the 
availability of cheap energy. Mo6tofus 
have never known a world without 
comer gas stations, electricity in every 
room and natural gas for every house. 

Yet the trutn is that this is all a very 
recent phenomenon which developed in 
the last 50 years. It didn’t come as a 
birth right, but rather as the result of a 
remarkable explosion of technological 
knowledge. 

When gasoline prices edged more 
than 50 cents per gallon, the outcry was 


universal. People were being deprived 
While the rest of the world had paid 
gasoline prices as much as five or six 
times higher than this country for 
years, we were outraged at 50 cents a 
gallon. Offer that to a German, Italian 
or Swede and he’d buy all he could and 
brag about the incredible bargain he 
had received. 

When electrical or gas rates go up, 
again the cry is heard that the poor 
American is being picked on. Yet if you 
were to go to just about any other 
country of the world and offer the 
residents housing with central heat and 
cooling, a stove, dishwasher, 
refrigerator and freezer all for £ to 10 
per cent of their salary they would 
assume they had died and gone to 
heaven. 

Lost in all this is the fact that elec- 
tricity must be manufactured and the 


natural gas must be extracted from the 
ground. It doesn't magically appear in 
the wall socket or at the basement 
furnace. 

Perhaps it’s time to do some re- 
educating of the American people to 
remind them just what their economy is 
based on and how far things have 
developed so quickly. 

There is a series rigVit now on the 
Public Broadcast System which does an 
admirable job of doing this. It was put 
together and narrated by Dr. Jacob 
Bronowski, an Englishman who died 
last August. Dr. Bronowski had the 
ability to take history and science and 
make them a fascinating subject for the 
proverbial average television viewer. 

The series is called "The Ascent of 
Man." 

A recent segment dealt with man’s 


transition from the nomadic life to a 
stationary life. It got back to the basics, 
explaining how man’s transition to a 
life based on farming was made 
possible by two genetic accidents which 
produced today’s wheat plant. 

Two things were necessary for the 
start of the first city known to man. 
Jericho, in the Middle East some 12,000 
years ago, he said. They were a water 
supply and wheat. No gas stations. No 
paved streets. No neon lights and quick 
food restaurants. 

In the millions of years man has been 
on this planet, it’s only been the last 
12,000 that he settled down in one spot 
and started to build cities. 

When this country was being founded 
there were i\o super highways, no cross 
continent jet flights, no electrically 
controlled thermostats providing even 


heat to a building. America was an 
agricultural country. 

Even today the entire economy is 
based on agriculture It’s just that 
modern technology has made it 
possible for a very small segment of the 
population to feed everybody. 

And much of that technology is based 
on the availability of cheap, abundant 
energy. In the days of the horse and 
buggy, the only "fuel" needed to farm 
was corn, oats or hay for the horses. 
Now it takes gasoline or diesel fuel for 
the tractors and harvesters, natural 
gas to manufacture fertilizer, elec- 
tricity or natural gas to run the huge 
grain dryers. 

The point to all this is that energy is 
not guaranteed to us either by God or 
the Constitution. We have used up the 
cheapest sources of energy — the 
shallowest oil deposits, the shallowest 


coal deposits — and future supplies are 
going tocost more. Mankind existed for 
years without snowmobiles and heated 
swimming pools. X 

It isn’t ea§y, of course, to do without 
things you are used to or to have to dig 
deeper in the pocketbook to pay for 
them. But the choice is not whether to 
pay; the choice is, to paraphrase a 
television commercial, whether to pay 
a little more now or a lot more later. 

And as far as complaining too bitterly 
about 55 mile per hour speed limits or 65 
degree thermostat settings is con- 
cerned. if you thinK that represents 
great hardship take a look at some of 
the pictures coming out of India. 
Bangaladesh and northern Africa. 
Those people are dying from star- 
vation. They’d love to be able to drive 55 
miles per hour and pay rising electric 
bills

Perspective from Africa 


Political heavyweights hold peace key

The Enterprise-Roman Washington Bureau Chief Tom Ochil- 
tree spent three weeks in Africa following the South African crisis 
in the United Nations to update the perspective for our readers 
and readers of other Panax Newspapers. 

The last of his 4-part series is being published today.

CAPE TOWN, Republic of South 
Africa — Two contrasting political 
heavyweights hold the key to whether 
the southern African subcontinent will 
have peace and growing prosperity or 
find itself plunged into the endless 
horrors of racial warfare. 

Southern Africa stands at the 
crossroads. The route it takes will 
depend in large measure on the 
statecraft and patience of John Vorster, 
prime minister of the white-ruled 
Republic of South Africa, and Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia s 

Both men realize the awesome 
responsibility resting on their 
shoulders Carefully they have sounded 
each other out in an attempt to find 
some area of agreement. Up to now, 
however, they have only succeeded in 
revealing to the world the towering 
difficulties standing in the way of a 
solution. 

Vorster and Kaunda — what con- 
trasting types they are! Prime minister 
since 1966. Vorster brings to politics 
none of the crowd pleasing theatrical 
tricks so many other leaders use A 
dour, no nonsense approach constitutes 
his style. 

The more dramatic Kaunda is 
something of a fire eater He also may 
be the shrewdest black leader in Africa 


when it comes to judging the climate of 
international opinion. 

TTie dogs of war were straining at the 
leash last spring when Portugal’s 
African Empire began to crumble, but 
the violence was restrained — a sort of 
negative accomplishment for the voices 
of reason. 

Noting the development of a hopeful 
atmosphere. South Africans pointed 
particularly to what they described as 
Vorster’s "verligte (enlightened) 
speech." 

In it he promised his government 
would strive for peace and cooperation 
with its African neighbors but em- 
phasized that the Republic of South 
Africa has a historic right to be viewed 
as a true African state with a vital 
leadership role to play in the 
development of the subcontinent 

Reacting promptly to Voster’s 
speech. Kaunda declared 

"This is the voice of reason for which 


Africa and the world have waited for 
many years ..." 

"We do not question the rights of the 
whites in South Africa What is at issue 
is their claim to have the right to 
dominate others on the basis of colors ’’ 

Vorster, responding to Kaunda, said: 

“I welcome any initiative which will 
lead to the de-escalation of conflict in 
southern Africa in accordance with the 
standpoint taken bv me in my speech to 
the state." 

These comments tipped off the South 
African press to recent secret contacts 
involving officials of South Africa and 
Zambia 

While there still is a long road to 
travel, some surprising progress 
already has been made in topping the 
shooting in the southern portion of 
Africa. # 

Prime Minister Ian Smith of white- 
ruled Rhodesia has announced a 
ceasefire with the black guerrillas who 
have been making raids around the 


borders of his landlocked country 
Smith also has ordered the release of all 
African political prisoners held by his 
regime 

Both moves are designed to clear the 
way for a constitutional conference 
designed to restore outcast Rhodesia to 
the family of nations. On orders from 
the United Nations, Rhodesia has been 
shunned by everyone but South Africa 
since Smith's government delcared its 
independence from Britain nine years 
ago 

Smith’s tension easy actions coin- 
cided with Vorster’s decision to with- 
draw South Africa’s paramilitary 
police units from Rhodesia once the 
ceasefire is seen to be working. Some 
2,000 of those police have been helping 
patrol Rhodesia’s frontiers. 

Kaunda, for his part, has assured 
Smith that guerrilla activity in 
Rhodesia would cease immediately. He 
also has agreed that the proposed 
constitutional convention would take 
place without any preconditions 
Origninally, Kaunda had demanded 
that Rhodesia recognize the principle of 
immediate majority rule 

Settlement of the Rhodesian question 
could clear the deck for consideration 
of another equally thorny issue — the 
future of South West Africa, which 
black nationalists refer to as Namibia 

Kaunda has called for an end to South 


African authority over South West 
Africa and for acceptance of United 
Nations (UN) decisions designed to 
provide complete independence for 


that arid region Vorster has proposed 
that the people there be given an op- 
portunity to work out their future for 
themselves. V

Official warns against 


deducting tax rebate 


A warning to taxpayers 
advising them not to deduct 
on their 1974 income tax 
returns the tax rebate 
proposed by the President on 
Jan. 13 has been issued by R. 
L. Plate, Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) district 
director for Michigan. 

The proposal has yet be 
enacted by Congress, and 
returns should be prepared 
and filed according to in- 
structions that come with the 
tax form and without regard 


to any rebate or similar 
plans now being proposed, 
Plate said. 

Emphasizing that possible 
rebates being considered 
have no bearing on any tax 
refunds already due tax- 
payers for 1974, he added 
that persons expecting 
refunds have an added in- 
centive to file early. 

Refunds can be issued to 
early filers within four or 
five weeks after a return is 
received by the IRS, while it 


may take up to eight weeks 
to issue refunds to those who 
file close to the April 15 
deadline 

The IRS said that since the 
proposal under con- 
sideration may involve the 
payment of a rebate later in 
the year, taxpayers who 
move from the address 
shown on their income tax 
return should file promptly a, 
change of address notice 
with the post office in the 
area from which they move.

For recreation 


Department adds programs 


The Van Buren Township 
Parks and Recreation 
Department has initiated 
two new programs in the 
department’s further efforts 
toward providing additional 
service and recreational 
service to the township 
residents. 

The new programs in- 
volve cardio - pulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) and 
“mini-ecology’’ and are 
being offered without cost to 
interested groups. 

The CPR program is a 
demonstration in a 
lifesaving first-aid technique 
used in cardiac arrest 
situations. 

Mouth - to - mouth 
resuscitation is substituted 
for children’s groups 
because CPR can only be 
demonstrated to adult 
persons, according to Jef- 
fery G. Clark, director of the 
Parks and Recreation 
Department. 

Mini-ecology is a program 
for elementary school 
classes. “We will send a 
representative into the 
-’assroom to give a 


discussion on some topic 
concerning ecology. 
Programs in the water 
cycle, food webs, wild life 
and pollution already have 
been designed. Programs in 
other areas of ecological 
concern presently are being 
prepared,” Clark said “We 
will work out any other 
program that a teacher 
desires.” 

Recently the Recreation 
Department conducted a 
CPR program at North 
Junior High School in 
Belleville. The CPR 
demonstration was con- 
ducted by Clark and Irene 
Mushen, a member of the 
Recreation Department 
staff. 

Students attending the 
school’s physical education 
classes were given the op- 
portunity actually to 
practice artificial 
resuscitation on “Resusc- 
Anne,” a human 
resuscitation model.

Belleville telephones reclassified 


The Belleville telephone 
exchange has beon 
reclassified to a higher rate 
group because of the growth 
in the number of telephones 
in the local calling area. 

Eugene L. Greek, 
Michigan Bell's local 
manager, said upgrading the 
exchange from rate “C” to 
“D” was effective Jan. 20. 
The reclassification was 
ordered by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission 
iMPSC) 

The reclassification means 
that Belleville residential 
customers with 1- or 2-party 


flat rate service or suburban 
4-party service will pay 25 
cents more each month, 
Greek continued. The In- 
create! do not affect 
residential customers with 
metro or measured service. 

Flat rate business service 
is not available in the "D" 
rate group. It will be 
replaced by measured 
service at a cost of $5.75 or 
$6.60 a month, plus a charge 
of five cents for each local 
call, he added. No other 
business rates are affected. 

Michigan Bell last month 
filed the reclassification 


request because the number 
of telephones in Belleville’s 
local calling area — which 
Includes Belleville, New 
Boston, Romulus, Wayne, 
Willis and Ypsllanti - hnd 
remained above 80,000 for 
two years.

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I DC slates seminar 
on development law 


An informational seminar 
on Michigan’s new Plant 
Rehabilitation and In- 
dustrial Development 
District Law will be held at 
Ypsilanti Township Hall on 
Feb. 14 under the spon- 
sorship of the Ypsilanti 
Industrial Development 
Corp. (IDC). 

The new law grants a 12- 
year freeze on local tax 
assessments to business and 
industry to encourage ex- 
pansion and modernization. 
Tlie new law allows local 
governments to set up plant 
rehabilitation districts and 
industrial development 
district areas. 

Under the law’s 
provisions, firms can 
modernize or replace ob- 
solete and rundown facilities 
without having their 
property tax assessments 
raised for 12 years. For a 
new plant, an industrial 
facility tax will be levied at 


half the normal millage rate 
for property taxes. 

The seminar will be held 
from 9:30 to 11:45 a.m. IDC 
Director Robert L. Gage is 
seminar chairman. 

The purpose of the 
seminar is to explain how 
local industry in Ypsilanti 
and surrounding com- 
munities may take ad- 
vantage of the law for plant 
modernization or new plant 
construction. 

Among the seminar 
speakers are John Axe,

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Thepurposeof a “seeding meeting’’ is to plant prospective 
athletes into competitive brackets. The seeding is usually 
accomplished by a group of coaches who examine the 
athlete’s qualifications. 

And, an athlete’s qualification is based upon his past 
record. An athlete with an excellent record thus is rewarded 
by meeting another whose record isn’t as prominent. 

However, many coaches walk into a seeding session 
without the necessary stats. These people have to rely upon 
the opposing coaches' memory about how good a certain 
wrestler is, therefore, denying a wrestler a chance to get the 
“best seeding position.” 

Obviously, this isn’t the best way to help a young athlete. 

And coaches - busy as they are - can resolve this problem 
by delegating the work of compiling athlete's records to 
another member of the faculity. 

“SEEDING MEETINGS are becoming more and more 
politics than a place to seed athletes in the right brackets,” 
said one of the coaches who attended the Detroit Catholic 
Central Invitational Wrestling Meet over the weekend. 

“Coaches are busy people, I realize this, but someone has 
to compile these stats and some of the coaches just don’t have 
the time or don’t want to do that phase of »the important job.” 

If the head coach can’t, then obviously someone else 
should. 

The coach went on to pay tribute to Wayne Memorial and 
John Glenn’s wrestling teams. He said: “I don’t see the two 
high schools ever being weak in wrestling unless, of course, 
its junior high school programs collapse.’’ 

That doesn’t seem likely. Here’s one reason why: 

DURING THE RECENT Ann Arbor Pioneer Novice 
Tournament, Franklin Junior High wrestling coach Fred 
Sievert, whose team could have won it if the tournament kept 
team scores, had two wrestlers on the mats at the same time. 

Sievert was forced to give his attention to only one of the 
young grapplers.
